endeavoured to make him underſtand every part of 
it, as much as lay in my power. He alſo, on the 
other band, by his very ſcrious queſtions and en- 
qairies, made me a much better proficient in ſerip- | 
ture-knowledge than I ſhould have been by my own 
private reading and ſtudy. I muſt not omit another 
thing, proc erding from the experience I had in my 
retirement: it was that infiaice and inexpreſſible 
bleſfing, the knowledge of God through Jeſus Cariſt, 
which was fo plain and eaſy to be underitood, as im: 
nediately to direct me to carry on the great work of 
uncere repentance for my ſias, and laying bold of a 
Saviour for eternal lif-, to a practical ſtated reforma- 
t on, and obedience to all God's inſtructions, without 
the aſſiſtance of a reverend and orthodox divine; and 
. eſpecially by this ſame inſtruction fo to enlighten this 
ſavage creature, as to make him fo good a Chriſtian 
as very few could exceed him.

conceived, of gun-powder and bullet, and taught hi 
how-to ſhoot. L alſo preſented to him a knife, which 
pleaſed him exceedingly, making. kim a belt, with a 
frog hanging thereto, like thoſe. in which we wear 
hangers in England; and inſtead of a hanger to put 
in the frog, I gave him a hatchet, which was not: 
only a good, but even a better weapon upon many oc- 
caſions. In a word, my man thus accoutered, look - 
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that celebrated champion went to combat the wind- 
| mill. 
I dent gave bim a very particular deferijpiion of il 
the territories of Europe, and in a particular manner 
of Old England, the place of wy nativity. I laid be- 
fore him the manner of our worſhipping God, our be. 
haviour one to another, and how we trade in hind to 
every part in the univerſe. I then told him my misfor. 
tunes in being ſhipwrecked, ſhowing him, as near as l 
could, the place where the ſhip lay, which had been

 =animoutly agreed to. The Engliſhmen then aſked ny 
RY whether they defigned to rake any of them!

Already wives in Spain; and others, that they cared 
ot to join withn 1tidets, Oa the reverſe, the Eng- 
6 took each of them a temporary wife, ao 
fo ſet up a new method of living. As to Friday's fs 
tber, the Spaniards, and the three ſavage ſervants ve 
dad taken in the late battle, they all lived with me in 
our ancicat caſtle; and indeed we {upplie} the main 
part of the iſland with food, as neceſſity required. 
But the moſt remarkable part of the ſtory is, bor 
"theſe Engliſhmen, who bad been ſo much at variance,

a lamentable cry, clapt their arms around her ages, 
and hanging about her, took their laſt farewe | 
they thought, in ſuch trembling agonies, and affeCtion- 
ate embraces, as would have ſoftened the hardeſt 2 
heart in the world, and made the dryeſt eyes melt in- 
to tears; nor could they be perſuaded; but that they | 
were going to die, till ſuch time as Friday's father 
made them ſenſible that the 'Engliſhmen had choſen 
them for their wives, which ecled all ent terror ar d 
concern upon this occaſion, _ - 
Well, after this, the Engliſhmen went to work, 
2nd being afliſted by my good-natnred Spaniards, in 
a few hours they erected every 6ne of them a new 
hut, or tent, for their ſeparate lodgings, ſince thoſe 
they had already were filled with tools, bouſehold 
ſuff, and proviſion. They all continued on the north 
ſhore of the ifland, but ſeparated as before; the three” 
wicked ones pitching farther off, and the two honeſt | 
men nearer our caſtle; - ſo that the ifland ſeemed to be 
pꝛopled in three places; three towns beginning to bs 
built for that purpoſe.

The tog 
Honeſt men had a multitude of young trees planted 
about their habitations, ſo that when you approach 
ed near them, nothing appeared but. a wood, very 
pleaſing and delightful. Every thing they did profs 
pered and flouriſhed; their grapes planted in order, 
ſeemed as tho? managed in a vineyard, and were ins 
_ finely preferable to any of the others. Nor wer 
they wanting to find out a place of retreat, but dug 
cave in the moſt retired part of a thick wood, to ſe- 
eure their wives and children, with their proviſion and 
 chiefeſt goods, ſurrounded with innumerable takes, 
and having a moſt ſubtle entrance, in caſe any mib 
chief ſhould happen either from their fellow: country-

As to the reprobates, (though I muſt own they!
